AN ENGINEERING PROFESSOR'S ESSAY ON 
climate change, whipped up in 20 minutes, 
had its 15 minutes of fame in Japan last week. 

Carmela R. Centenos "No More Decem- 
bers” was among the four essays cited for 

articular excellence" during the 14th Eco- 
Asia Congress in Tokyo last week, besting 
more than 40 entries of university and post- 
graduate students from 16 other countries. 

Centeno, an associate professor in the engi- 
neering department of the University of Santo 
Tomas, wrote about the experience of global 
swarming in the Philippines.

‘Centeno, who is attending a research course 
‘on water and the environment atthe Tokyo In 
stitute for Technology under а Unesco pro- 
gram, was pleasantly surprised that she won.

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Earlier, Dr. Angelita Aguirre, head of the 
prolife Human Life International, objected to 
the lesson plan because it omitted the fact 
that condom use did not ensure full protec- 
tion from sexually transmitted diseases. 

She said parents and not teachers should be 
responsible for teaching their youngsters 
about sex. 

‘The complaint prompted the department to 
temporarily withdraw the lesson plans, which 
had been distributed to two pilot schools in 
Metro Manila—the Parafaque High School 
and Pateros National High School 


Open to suggestions 

At the meeting, the two sides are expected 
to iron out their differences even as the 
DepEd had said it was determined to dis- 
tribute the lesson plans to the public schools, 

"Wie are open to suggestions. If it will help 
to better promote and teach proper reproduc- 
tive health among today’s youth, we are open 
toit, And also to free the topic from айу nega- 
tive connotations,” Hidalgo said. 

She acknowledged that discussions about 
the use of contraceptives were indeed part of 
the lesson plan on "value safe sex education." 

But Hidalgo said the DepEd would listen to 
suggestions from the CBCP on how to discuss 
the use of contraceptives among students and 
take into consideration the fact that the Philip- 
pines isa predominantly Catholic country:

complied with a Supreme Court directive to determine 
the criminal liability of officials and private citizens in- 
volved in the anomalous Mega Pacific election automa-

tions contract and issued its directive. 
Were they worth the wait? 


On June 30, the final deadline the court set for Om- 
büdsman Merceditas Gutierrez to reach her conclusions, 
the Office of the Ombudsman issued a resolution “which 
contained [according to the agency's press statement] 
factual findings that can be used by the House of Repre- 
sentatives to initiate impeachment proceedings against 
Coielec Commissioner Resurreccion Borra.” 

‘The Ombudsman also ordered the dismissal of the five 
members of the Comelec Bids and Awards Committee 
which qualified the winning but ineligible bidder, Mega 
Pacific Consortium; prepared the filing of charges against 
thé committee members before the Sandiganbayan; and 
recommended the filing of criminal charges against the 
eight incorporators of the consortium. 

Speaking through Acting Overall Deputy Ombudsman 
Orlando Casimiro, the Ombudsman's office explained that 
Borra, once executive director of the Comelec before being 
appointed as one of seven commissioners, was liable “for 
allowing the Comelec’s Bids and Awards Committee to de- 
clare Mega-Pacific Consortium eligible to participate in the 
bidding process for the project, for allowing the material 
deviation from the bidding requirements, and for recom- 
mending to the BAC that the award be given to the МРС 
despite its ineligibility and technical failure.” 

The controversial contract awarding the project to 
Mega Pacific was approved by the Comelec itself on April 
15, 2003, and signed by Chair Benjamin Abalos, Borra, 
Florentino Tuason Jr. and four other commissioners who 
are now retired: Luzviminda Tancangco, Rufino Javier, 
Ralph Lantion and Mehol Sadain. 

But Gutierrez said further investigation was needed to 
determine the liability of the other commissioners. "We 
are still [at the] the fact-finding level with regards to the 
other commissioners. We want to do a thorough investi- 
gation in order not to commit injustice.” 

Curiously, however, the latest (and belated) resolution 
offered a suddenly narrow view of the Ombudsman's con- 
stitutional mandate. Casimiro said the Ombudsman was 
referring Borra's case to Congress, because the anti-graft 
agency had no jurisdiction over impeachable officials like 
Borra. “We are placing him at the disposal of the House of 
Representatives,” Casimiro said. 

This new legal principle deserves its own name, so let's 
call it the first Merceditas Rule. Contrary to what is ex- 
pressly stated in the Constitution (in Article XI) and elab- 
orated on in RA 6770 (the “Ombudsman Act of 1989"), 
the first Merceditas Rule declares all impeachable offi- 
cials—that is, public officials who can be removed from. 
office only through impeachment—off limits, or out of 
reach of the Ombudsman's long arm. 

Tn the Constitution's listing of the Ombudsman’s “powers, 
fonctions and duties," the scope of responsibility covers 
"any act or omission of any public official when such act or 
omission appears to be illegal, unjust, improper, or ineffi- 
cient.” The inclusive language is repeated in RA 6770; noth- 
ing in the Constitution or the statute prevents the Ombuds- 
man from acting against impeachable officials. After all, the. 
privilege of impeachability does not grant a high official im- 
munity against the Ombudsman's work. 

But the first Merceditas Rule says otherwise, and it has 
an important corollary: The Ombudsman will necessarily 
consider other impeachable officials—such as, say, the 
President—inoculated against the Ombudsman too. 

‘The second Merceditas Rule places a ceiling on public 
officials’ criminal liability; apparently for the Ombuds- 
man, liability rises to а level of innocuousness. In the 
Mega Pacific case, the bidding committee is completely li- 
able; the commissioner in charge of the project is partly li- 
able; but the commissioners who approved the bid and 
awarded the anomalous contract? Not at all liable. 

Like the first, the second rule also has a crucial corol- 
lary: Public officials more senior than the commission- 
ers—such as, say, the President—can never, ever be li- 
able.

"WHEN PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO 
and her party of junketeers return from Spain, 
one ofthe "achievements" they will claim isthe 
availability of "100,000 jobs" for Filipinos in 
that country. Big deal! Those jobs are for care- 
givers who will take care of old people. 

A “caregiver” if you still don’t know, is the 
polite word for people whose job isto wipe the 
behinds of people too old to do it themselves; 
bathe them, oftentimes in their beds; feed 
them and clean up the mess afterwards. 
Spaniards and people of other Western, "pro- 
gressive” and rich countries don't want to do 
this disagreeable ob, which is no matter how 
you ty to“deodorize”it—the most menial, the 
most humiliating job of all. It is lower even 
than a laborers or servant's job. So there аге 
по takers for this job there. So Western coun- 
tries import “caregivers” from dirt-poor coun- 
tries like the Philippines to do the job for them. 
That is why there are many openings for care- 
giversin these countries. 

Unlike here in the Philippines, where family 
members take care of their old people at home 
until they die, familles in Western nations 
dump their senior citizens in nursing homes, to 
be cared for by caregivers—in most cases, poor 
foreigners—who have no attachment at ай to 
their "patients." There are many such nursing 
homes in Western "modern" countries because 
the proportion of their senior citizens to their 
young ones is increasing. 

Nursing homes are depressing places. In 
there, you see mostly catatonic, infirm, old 
people ready to keel over and croak. Every 
morning, the corpses of those who died during 
the night are carried out. 

Nursing homes try to make life cheerful for 
their wards. This they do by holding parties 
and dances and games, but the old people 
know that their days are numbered. They аге 
only waiting for their time to go. This depress- 
ing atmosphere affects the caregivers and in 
due time they become emotional wrecks them- 
selves 

Few people are willing to become caregivers,

CBCP— whose former head, Archbishop Ca- 
palla, kept telling the world that the 2004 elec- 
tions were peaceful and fair—now says that 
what Iñiguez has done falls completely within 
Church canons, specifically its pastoral letter 
demanding the dogged pursuit of the truth 
about the last elections. 

Mind only the gall of these people. 

‘There should be separation between Church 
and State?

"The least of these roadblocks, which perhaps 
should be characterized simply as a "hump" on the 
road, is the theory that no impeachment may be 
initiated while another one remains unfinished. 
The argument is: since the opposition filed a mo- 
tion asking the Supreme Court to cause last year’s 
complaint to be sent back to the Justice Commit- 
tee, that complaint, while unresolved, prevents 
the House from entertaining any new complaint 

‘Strangely, the argument is based on the provi- 
sion which says "No impeachment proceedings 
Shall be initiated against the seme official more 
than once within a period of one year" 

My simple mind simply reads (it does not try to 
amend) what the provision says. After all, noton- 
iy do not have the power to amend it, 1 do not 
even have the power to propose an amendment 
to it, am neither the Constitutional Convention 
mor Congress. 

"The provision speaks of a one-year limitation 
to initiating or simply starting a new proceeding. 
"The law simply affords the official a breathing 
space of one year—not an indefinite shield 
against impeachment—before being assailed 
with additional problems. 

One yea 1 leamed in Law School, is 365 days. 
Hence, once 365 days have passed—or 366 days if 
ies a leap year—the prohibition no longer holds. 
The law does not say: "No impeachment proceed- 
ings shall be initiated against the same official for 
as long as a бізі impeachment is not yet finally 
terminated.”

WITH THE UNRELENTING MEDIA COVERAGE 
of the Subic rape case against four American 
Marines, Filipino-American ties seem to be at a 
low ebb again. The case, focusing on the alleged 
violation of the rights of Nicole, the Filipina vic- 
tim, has resulted in a public outrage that has not 
been mollitie by the trial itself. 

"The accused dutifully follow due process. In. 
their barongs and casual shirts, they look digni- 
fied, quashing that image of the "beasts and bul- 
lies! who forced themselves on a hapless Filipina. 

‘There is an allegory to their story at the level of 
US-Philippine relations—a tale of imposition and 
inevitable surrender where the strong overpow- 
cers the weak, The sad thing is, the tale starts rom. 
presumed friendship and mutual interest as first 
base. How ironic chat che trial smacks right into 
the celebration of the Philippine-American 
Friendship Day on July 4. 

"The change of date of our Independence Day 
signaled a more autonomous RP foreign policy 
and a collective national memory-ordering. The 
end of the US military bases in 1991, the scale- 
down of US military engagement to visiting 
forces, and the anti-terrorist cooperation mani- 
fest some of the nuances of the RP-US “special 
ties"—the ones that bind and separate, unite and 
disband atthe same time. 

"The truth is Philippine-American friendship has, 
from the start, been fraught with irony and enig: 
ma. The enigma of America when it fought Spain 
for the victory and freedom of colonized peoples, 
only for the later to fall into America's fledgling 
expansionary vision, The irony for the Philippines, 
America's former and only colony, which constant 
ly ends up at the losing end of war reparations, 
parity rights military bases arrangements and for- 
eign aid, among others. And now a lopsided Visit- 
ing Forces Agreement that defines rights and privi- 
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number of 79 House endorsers, That number does 
mot seem to be anywhere in sight, Last year, when. 
the impeachment noise was much louder, the pro- 
impeachment groups could gather only 51. Now, 
however, even the headlines do not seem to be 
loud at all. The biggest ripple yet was made by 
Bishop Deogracias Iñiguez, and 1 disagree with 
those who say that a bishop has no business exer- 
cising his right as а citizen. That seems to be the 
theory coming from Malacafiang. One wonders 
more and more what Constitution Malacaftang 
reads. One would think that after having been 
roundly rebuked by the Supreme Court three 
times, the think tank and the voice of Malacañang 
‘would look into the appropriate Constitution, 

‘At any rate, I doubt very much that even 10 
more Bishop IRiguezes will be able to help muster 
the needed 79. This brings me to a stronger road- 
block, 

T believe that the difficulty of getting the de- 
sired 79 is ultimately rooted in the nature of the 
impeachment process. A couple of nights ago, 1 
was watching a talk show where the host asked 
the guests whether they believed that the Presi- 
dent was guilty of impeachable offenses. Most 
said she was, and they could very well be right, 
But the nature of an impeachment process is such 
that guilt is not the only decisive factor: 

"The impeachment process із not a judicial pro- 
cess but a political process. Из purpose is not to 
punish amalefactor but to protect the public from. 
harm. 

"When I say that impeachment is a political pro- 
cess, mean that itis political in at east two senses: 

First, it is political in the sense that political 


ment 


partisanship is very much a part of the process, In 
fact, some would say that historically the out- 
come of all impeachment attempts, whether in. 
the United States or in the Philippines, has been. 
dictated by partisan bias. Each legislator has an. 
interest, legitimate or not, to protect. This isa sad 
part about impeachment, 

Second, impeachment is political In the sense 
that what is involved is not just a legal decision but 
also a policy decision, For that reason, the respon- 
sibility for impeachment has been given to a politi- 
cal (read: “policy-making”) body. When congress- 
men and congresswomen deliberate on whether 
to raise the complaint to the Senate, or when the 
senators deliberate on what verdict to support, the. 
question they answer is not only whether there is 
evidence to support a “guilty” verdict, but also 
‘whether under the circumstances the preferred 
policy should be to remove the official on trial to 
allow someone else in, In other words, a verdict of 
"not guilty" does not necessarily mean “innocent.” 
Itcan also mean "guilty" but keeping the person in 
is the wiser option now. What is often decisive is 
the legitimate gut feel or illegitimate interest of in- 
dividual legislators, 

Is there a textual foundation for such a posi- 
tion? I believe there is. The Constitution says 
that the "President... may be removed from of- 
fice on impeachment for, and conviction of, cul- 
pable violation of the Constitution, treason, 
bribery, graft and corruption, other high 
crimes, or betrayal of public trust." The lan- 
guage is permissive—"may be removed," As 
crafted, the provision is both a guarantee of se- 
curity of tenure—the Constitution makes it dif- 
ficult for the President to be removed—and, at 
the same time, a means of safeguarding public 
welfare, 

“This is how 1 see the system. It is not judicial. 
‘Therefore, if you are not happy with the outcome, 
your remedy cannot come from the courts. Not 
‘even from the Supreme Court. The question is 
one whose resolution has been textually commit- 
ted by the Constitution to a political body. 
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not officially, then by their individual choice to mi- 
grate to that county. Even playing TNT (tago nang. 
fago, hide-and-seek with US authorities) is a pre- 
ferred option for many undocumented Filipinos, 
"The Filipino-Americans are now the second 
fastest-growing Amerasian community (next to 
the Chinese) in the US West Coast. This fact is 
both a source of pride and anxiety for а people 
conscious of their heritage but puzzled by the 
contours of Philippine-American relations. А 
large ethnic community in a nation of migrants 
should be ready to make a difference, but as far as 
the Filipinos are concerned, that still has to be 
felt. About 18.3 percent of Amerasians have Fil- 
ipino roots (2000 data). This makes the Philip- 
pines a potent political voice, Тһе US Embassy in 
Manila is third in size after the US embassies in 
Mexico and Над, There is no doubt about mutual- 
ity of interests (though not parity of resources).

The Subic rape case is unfortunate. It alleges 
misbehavior by rowdy, drunk, thrill-seeking ser- 
vicemen smitten by the candor and charm of a lib- 
‘erated Filipina. When they decided to have fun, 
they were acting on their own terms, mindless of 
official frameworks that may be invoked when 
things go wrong—as, indeed, they did. 

Finally, there is a historical irony: Japanese 
salarymen, Korean chaebol (business groups) 
members now comfortably walk the streets of 
"Tokyo, Osaka and Seoul with their business suits, 
speaking spare butcrisp English phrases. The val 
ues of democracy are recent to their societies. 1

Indeed, the best 
schools in the country go to great lengths to ensure that their, 
young pupils learn this lesson well. 

‘But really good schools are few and far between, and un- 
believably expensive. What happens to school-age children 
whose parents can't afford the tuition? There are about 18 
million of them right now, enrolled in 41,000 public schools 
all over the country. Do we just leave them to their own de- 
vices and hope that the "oido" embedded in their genetic 
code kicks in when needed? Do we leave them behind? 

"The individuals and community groups that believe in the 
Foundation for Worldwide People Power's Education Revo- 
ation ай say, "Not if we can help it.” 

Former Education Secretary Edilberto de Jesus—himselfa 
founding trustee of the FWWPP—set the tone of this 
fledgling national movement that we launched in 2002 
when he said: “Public education is too big to be left to gov- 
ernment alone.” 

‘More and more people are latching on to the idea that 
making education a continuing community priority is the 
key to its qualitative improvement. Rather than dwelling on 
public education's endemic inadequacies, more and more 
organized groups have instead begun to ask, "How can we 
help?” 

‘And help they have, selflessly and without fanfare, in 
‘whatever way they could. We started with simple school 
adoptions. Recently, we have begun to see the development 
of sophisticated community-driven education development 
programs being implemented by experienced NGOs and cor- 
porate foundations. Indeed, it only takes a spark to geta fire 
going. 

Most interestingly, among the very first groups to reach 
out to us were our very own public school teachers. They 
knew that the Education Revolution was а private sector int- 
tative. They felt that through this advocacy, they might be 
able to access new ways to sharpen both their professional 
skills and their understanding of their vocation. 

"We responded with the Mentoring the Mentors program, 
which has begun to exceed even our own expectations. 

From our pilot sessions in the Iloilo City Schools division, 
we have now been able to conduct the Mentoring the Men- 
tors program for the Department of Education at the region- 
al level, We have engaged participants from "teacher educa- 
tion institutions” affiliated with the nationally organized 
Philippine Association for Teacher Education (PARTE). And 
forthe first time, the local chief executive of a major city has 
taken notice of the Education Revolution and thrown his hat 
into the ring. 

Here's а short report on a landmark Mentoring the Men 
tors session (held in Quezon City) from Mary Ruby Palma, 
executive director of the Quezon City Gender and Develop- 
ment Resources and Coordinating Council (QC GAD). 

"Quezon City Mayor Feliciano Belmonte Jr. recently spon- 
sored the Mentoring the Mentors session held last June 13- 
16 at the Holy Spirit Mission Center in Tagaytay City. The 
‘event was organized through the ОС GAD Council together 
with the GAD Resource and Coordinating Office, and the In- 
stitute of Politics and Governance in collaboration with the 
Foundation for Worldwide People Power.” 

"The theme of the Quezon City mentoring session wai 
“sang Pananaw, Isang Direksyon, Sama-sama. Walang 
Iwanan!"

Mayor Belmonte said that their aim was “to imbue QC 
government officials under the mayor's office, public 
School officials and leaders in the non-government sector. 
‘with mentoring skills and values needed to develop their 
second and third liners in governance, as well as motivate 
and inspire public school teachers with a sense of legacy 
and purpose.” 

“(The participants in these Mentoring the Mentors sês- 
sion} are the wellspring of the city government’ talents, 
knowledge and experiences as servant-leaders,' said Mayor 
Belmonte, "The Mentoring the Mentors session for Quezon 
City is part of our vision of good governance and quality liv- 
ing for the city’s more than 2 million residents,” the local 
chief executive added. 

"The training also supplements the city’s capacity-building 
program for the barangays. Mayor Belmonte said that both 
experts and officials and GAD council members would guide. 
and work as а team with some 200 barangay and depart: 
ment staff appointed as GAD focal persons. 

QC School Superintendent Dr. Victoria Fuentes, together 
with her assistant superintendents and principals, and GAD 
council members and NGO leaders, all actively participated 
in the many lively and “energized” workshops of Dr, Evelyn 
Mejilano and Dr. Celia Adriano. The workshops seriously re- 
flected on Chinit Rufino's call for a Kambio sa Pananaw, 
(paradigm shift). Interpersonal dynamics got a boost from 
the Building Win-win Relationships of Lirio Mapa, The ра» 
ticipants were made to realize the urgent need to start build- 
ing up thelr "Emotional Bank Accounts." 

Superintendent Fuentes and her team plan to hold Men- 
toring the Mentors sessions for their 143 schools on Sept. 5- 
8, 26-29 and Oct. 3-6, 2006, The other offices represented In 
the session made action plans specifically addressing prob- 
lems that could be resolved using the many techniques 
learned in the session.

UN to review program vs illegal arms trade 


THIS WEEK THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
Republic of the Philippines will join the rest of 
the word ina meeting at the United Nations in 
New York to discuss the illicit small arms 
trade. 

"here are 640 million guns in the world, 
with 8 million new ones manufactured every 
year Berween 10 billion and 14 billion rounds 
of ammunition are made each year, enough to 
kill everyone on the planet twice over. Yet 
there are no global controls on the transfer of 
weapons berween countries 

Despite the enormity of this global crisis, it 
was not until 2001 that the United Nations met 
то establish the "Programme of Action”—a set 
of very basic measures to control gun violence. 
But it was not effective enough, and in the five 
years since that meeting, 1.8 million people 
have died by the bullet. 


As the "Programme of Action” is reviewed 
early this July, governments need to go much 
further and agree on measures that will truly 
protect people from gun violence. Such mea- 
Sures will include global criteria to prevent the 
sale of arms to places where they may be used 
for human rights abuses 

Our government will join its peers for two 
weeks of negotiations. During that time, 
12,000 people will die from gunshots. If they 
do not take the decisions necessary to improve 
this situation, the terrible toll will continue for 
five more years.

BULA, CAMARINES SUR—LESS

BACOLOD CITY—THE WIFE OF AN OVER- 
seas Filipino worker lost P165,000 on June 
31 to two unidentified swindlers who iden- 
tified themselves as the “Philippine Ambas- 
sador to Dubai” and “a doctor,” making her 
the third victim of the same modus operan- 
diin the city this month. 

Mary Jane Haro Tibi, 34, of UNOR-Ville, 
Barangay Mansilingan, told police that 
she received a phone call from a person 
who identified himself as “William 
Golez,” the “Philippine Ambassador to 
Dubai,” at about 10 a.m. on Tuesday, po- 
lice reports said. 

Tibi said Golez had told her that her hus- 
band, who is working in Dubai, stabbed a 
fellow employee and that he had also been 
stabbed. 


“Dr. Zuniga’ 

later another caller, who identified 
himself as "Dr. Zuniga,” contacted her us- 
ing cell phone No. 09187168675, and in 
formed her that her husband had sneaked 
back into the Philippines and that he was 
treating her husband. 

"The caller said P165,000 was needed for 
her husband's operation. 

She said the caller asked her to send 
60,000 to the ATM account of "Teresia Suni- 
ga," and P75,000 and P35,000 to “Fernando 
Soriano Ocampo" of Imus, Cavite through 
Western Union. 

‘At about 3 p.m. of the same day, after 
sending the money, Tibi said her father- 
in-law informed her that her husband 
was in good condition and had not been 
involved in any incident, contrary to the 
clams of the swindlers, police Teports 


said. 

Police also said that on Sunday, Ama- 
belle Aloro Lacson, 47, of Acacia Road, Vil- 
la Angela here, reported to Precinct 4 that. 
she received a phone call from a person 
who also identified himself as "Ambas- 
sador Golez" and informed her that her 
husband, who is а seaman, had kil'«d his 
co-worker. 

‘Another caller, this time, one who iden- 
tified himself as "Dr. Fred Oribe,” of Puer- 
to Princesa City in Palawan informed her 
that he was treating her husband for his 
injuries. 

Lacson said the swindler had demanded 
P50,000 to finance the operation of her hus- 
band, prompting her to send an initia 
24,000 to the account of one "Pete Lowell 
Stone" of Dasmariñas, Cavite.

After sending the money, she said she co 
tacted the cellular phone number of Oribe, 
and, to her surprise, his number could not be 
reached. 

She said she contacted her husband 
and discovered that she had been swin- 
dled.

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Larios gains respect for tough stand

THERE WAS ОМУ ONE PERSON THE 
‘Araneta Coliseum crowd cheered for just before 
the super featherweight match between Manny 
Pacquiao and Oscar Larios started yesterday. 

‘Twelve rounds, two knockdowns and a 
hundred traded punches late, there were two 
people the crowd gave a rousing ovation to. 

Pacquiao made good on his promise to win. 
Larios made his point clear 

“1 did not come here just to put up а good 
fight," Larios said through an interpreter "T 
came here to win.” 

Larios did not manage to get the victory he had 
sought, one which would have pushed his career 
to meteoric heights. Instead, he stood on the 
wrong end ofa lopsided unanimous decision after 
the bout, his left eye swelling and blood dripping 
from cuts above and below the same eye. 

But he finished standing, which isnt some- 
thing legendary compatriots Marco Antonio 
Barrera and Erik Morales could say about 
themselves in their defeats to the “Pacman.” 


“Before the fight, people were saying 1 was 
going into the lion's den,” the 29-year-old 
Guadalajara, Mexico, native told reporters af- 
ter the fight. “But T put up a good fight.” 

"We knew Manny Pacquiao was a great 
champion but Pm proud of my fighter,” said 
Larios trainer Jose Reynoso, "He showed a lot 
of heart. 

"The former 122b world champion was 
supposed to be grossly overmatched against 
Pacquiao, who is starting an iror-fsted reign 
inthe 130b ranks. 

He was supposed to have a glass chin, one 
that stood no chance against the Filipino ring 
icons pet left straight—a weapon that 
stopped a tough Barrera in the 11th round in. 
2003 and, for the first time, the granite-hard 
Morales in 10 early this year. 

Pacquiao hit Larios several times solidly 
with that left straight. For good measure, the 
Filipino peppered the Mexican’s face with his 
now formidable right cross, Each time, Larios 
managed to stay on his feet and weave out of 
trouble with accurate counter-punching. 

‘And che two times he hit the eanvas—one in 


the seventh and the other in the 12th—he got 
"up quickly with hardly a wobble in his legs. 

He rebounded so quickly from every Pacquiao 
‘onslaught that even Freddie Roach was amazed. 

“Larios took a lot of shots from Manny and 
they were good solid shots," said Roach. “He 
really surprised me.” 

Pacquiao admitted that he didn't really put 
a lot of heat on Larios, saying he was content. 
with Keeping control of the match and tem- 
pering his aggressiveness with enough eau- 
tion to prevent the Mexican challenger from 
landing a lucky punch. 

"But that was not what the huge crowd at 
the Big Dome saw. 

"The fans saw а good fight between two 
brave warriors," Mendoza said after a post- 
fight press conference. 

"The fans also saw a Mexican warrior who 
refused to wilt under the pressure of facing an 
‘opponent with an already large persona mag- 
nified a hundredfold by the fact that he was 
fighting on home grounds. 

"They saw a proud, unyielding boxer who 
gave new meaning to che word fighter

compatriots. 

But it was a present that the country’s fa- 
vorite son nearly failed to gift-wrap. 

Larios, the former two-time world champi- 
on, was not the sacrificial lamb Pacquiao's 
camp had hoped he would be for this home-

The 29-year-old ring veteran surprised ev- 
eryone as he applied pressure on Pacquiao early 
оп and pinning the Filipino on the ropes in the 
third round and nearly taking him down. 

Larios's shining moment, however also 
tumed out to be the beginning of his downfall.

His 
feared left straight started to find its range 
and his right cross, a weapon developed by 
his camp for his two previous fights against 
Erik Morales, came into play 

"He was just coasting in the early sounds 
and he did not turn up the heat unti the sixth 
round,” said Roach, 

Pacquiao unleashed rapid combinations to 
the body and the head that repeatedly rocked 
Larios from the sixth round onwards, giving 
the Guadalajara native a sample of his much 
talked-about power and speed. 

After bringing Larios to his knees in the sev- 
enth, Pacquiao kept up the pressure. In the 
12th round, he drove a left jab straight to the 
head before uncorking another flurry that 
had Larios seated on the floor,

“Manny's а great fighter, he beat me with 
his speed, said the former super бап. 
tamweight champion of the world. 

"The only thing faster than Pacquiao’ punch- 
ing furry it seemed, vas Larios’ s ability го come 
back after every barrage, withstanding every- 
thing the Filipino threw at him to force the fight 
to go the distance.

But Pacquiao still managed enough to seal a

‘Olson and his colleagues have found that if 
you go back about 5,000 to 7,000 years ago, 
everybody living today has exactly the same 
set of ancestors. In other words, every person 
Who was alive at that time is either an ances- 
tor to all 6 billion people living today—or 
their line died out and they have по remain- 
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grandparents. Keep doubling back through 
the generations—16, 32, 64, 128—and with- 
ina few hundred years you have thousands of. 
ancestors. 

ts nothing more than exponential growth 
combined with the facts of life. By the 15th 
century, you've got a million ancestors. By ће 
13th century, you've got a billion. Sometime 
around the 9th century—just 40 generations 
‘ago—the number tops a trillion. 

‘But wait. How could anybody—much less 
everybody—alive today have had a trillion 
ancestors living during the 9th century? 

‘The answer is, they didn't. Imagine there 
was a man living 1,200 years ago whose 
daughter was your mothers 36th great- 
grandmother, and whose son was your fa- 
thers 36th great-grandfather. That would put 
him on two branches on your family tree, one 
оп your mother’s side and one on your fa- 
thers. 


Never average 
In fact, most of the people who lived 1,200 


family tree of every single individual 
living today. 

But things are never average. Many 
of the people who were alive in the 
year 800 never had children; they 
dont appear on anybody's family 
tree. Meanwhile, more prolific mem- 
bers of society would show up many 
more than 5,000 times ona lot of peo- 
ple's trees. 

Keep going back in time, and there. 
are fewer and fewer people available 
to put on more and more branches of. 
the 65 billion family trees of people 
living today. It is mathematically in- 
evitable that at some point, there will 
bea person who appears at least once 


en everybody's tree. 

This means that when Muslims, 
Jews or Christians claim to be chil- 
dren of Abraham, they are all bound 
to be right. This also means that all of 
us have ancestors of every color and 
creed.

"Millions of people have prov- 
able descents from medieval 
monarchs,” said Mark Humphrys, 
а genealogy enthusiast and profes- 
зот of computer science at Dublin 
City University in Ireland. "The 
number of people with unprovable 
descents must be massive.” 


‘Thousands of nobodies 

By the same token, for every 
king in a person's family tree, 
there are thousands and thou- 
sands of nobodies whose births, 
deaths and lives went completely 
unrecorded by history. We'll nev- 
er know about them, because un- 
til recently vital records were a 
rarity forall but the noble classes. 

It works the other way, 109. 
Anybody who had children more 
than a few hundred years ago is 
likely to have millions of descen- 
бал today, and quite a few fa- 
mous ones. 

Take King Edward Ш, who 
ruled England during the 14th 
century and had nine children 
who survived to adulthood. 
‘Among his documented descen- 
dans are presidents (George 
Washington, Thomas Jefferson, 
John Quincy Adams, Zachary 
"Taylor, both Roosevelts), authors 
(Jane Austen, Lord Byron, Alfred 
Lord Tennyson, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning), generals (Robert Е. 
Lee), seientists (Charles Darwin) 
and actors (Humphrey Bogart, 
Audrey _ Hepburn, Brooke 
Shields). Some experts estimate. 
that 80 percent of England's pre- 
sent population descends from 
Edward Ш. 


‘Twist of fate 

A slight twist of fate could have 
prevented the existence ofall of 
them. In 1312, the close adviser 
and probable lover of Edward П, 
Piers Gaveston, was murdered by 
a group of barons who were frus- 
trated with their king's ineffect- 
al rule. The next year, the belea- 
guered king produced the son 
who became Edward Ш. 

Had Edward II been killed 
along with Gaveston in 1312—а 
definite possibility at the 
time—Edward Ш would never 
have been Бот.

Humphrys es- 
timates that Muhammad, the 
founder of Islam, appears on the 
family tree of every person in the 
Westem world. 


Lineage 

Some people have actually 
tried to establish a documented 
line between Muhammad, who 
was born in the 6th century, and 
the medieval English monarchs, 
and thus to most if not all people 
of European descent. 

Nobody has succeeded yet, but 
опе proposed lineage comes 
dose. Though it runs through 
several stronglycsuspieious indi- 
viduals, the dine~ilustrates-how 
ines of descénveahwanderdown 
through the centuries, connect- 
ing famous figures of the past to 
most of the people living today. 

"The proposed genealogy runs 
through Muhammad's daughter 
Fatima. Her husband Ali, also a 
cousin of Muhammad, is consid- 
егей by Shiite Muslims the legit- 
mate heir to the leadership of Is- 
lam. 

Ali and Fatima had а son, 
al-Hasan, who died in 670. About 
three centuries later, his ninth 
great-grandson, Ismail, carried 
the line to Europe when he be- 
came the imam of Seville. 

Many genealogists dispute the 
connection between abHasan 
and Ismail, claiming that it in- 
cludes fictional characters specif- 
ically invented by medieval ge- 
nealogists trying to link the Abba- 
did dynasty, founded by Ismails 
son, to Muhammad,

No good evidence 

The Abbadid dynasty was cele- 
brated for making Seville а great 
cultural center at a time when 
most of Europe was mired in the 
Dark Ages. The last emir in that 
dynasty was supposed to ave had 
а daughter named Zaida, who із 
Said to have changed her name to 
Isabel upon converting to Chris- 
tianity and marrying Alfonso VI, 
king of Castile and Leon. 

‘Yet there is no good evidence 
demonstrating that Isabel, who 
bore one son by Alfonso VI, is the 
same person as Zaida. So the line 
between Muhammad and the En- 
glish monarchs probably breaks 
again at this point. 

But if you give the Zaida/Isabel 
story the benefit of the doubt too,

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MMDA wants to turn Metro 


into wireless community

IMAGINE THESE: WIRELESS CAMERAS AND 
sensors installed in key streets in the 
metropolis to monitor and report traffic jams 
and flooded areas—all in real time. 

Microchips installed in buses and jeeps to 
easily monitor the number of public vehicles. 
in particular routes compared to the volume 
of passengers. 

Should plans push through—depending on 
the budget of the Metropolitan Manila Devel- 
‘opment Authority—then these sophisticated 
technologies would soon find their way to 
streets in Metro Manila 

"We need technology to improve our ser- 
vices,” MMDA chair Bayani Fernando said 
yesterday in his weekly radio program over 
dzBB. 


Digital city 

Bayani said he got the idea from Taipei in 
Taiwan, where he had just attended a three- 
day conference with officials from other 
countries about creating “digital cites. 
Taipei is considered one of the biggest Wi-Fi 
communities in the word 

‘The conference encouraged community 
leaders to take advantage of broadband-wire- 
less technologies, like Wi-Fi (See Im The 
Know below), to enhance emergency ге- 
sponses, improve government service and 
lower telecommunication costs. 

“I want to start the project in three to four 
months. 1 hope we can fully implement this 
before Christmas," Fernando said in his pro- 
gum.

MMDA head offices and response units to

“We can even put sensors to monitor if our 
flood control pumping stations are function- 
ing or not,” Fernando added. 

“Taking his vision further, Femando said 
they could even put chips on public utility ve- 
hides to boost the still shaky implementation 
of the Organized Bus Route System. 

He said with the chips, the MMDA could 
monitor how many buses were passing 
through a certain access point, giving the 
agency the accurate volume of traffic in а giv- 
en area. 

“Using wireless cameras, we can see the 
volume of passengers, say in Cubao. Then, we 
сап deploy more buses there,” the MMDA 
chair added. 


More efficient setup 

He said this communication setup would 
be "more efficient for the agency, which is 
stil troubled by huge phone bills. 

Fernando admits the new project is starkly 
different from previous MMDA ideas, which 
had been frowned upon by many as back- 
ward, if not primitive, like the erection of con- 
crete barriers and pink railings and even the 
use of pink cloth in controlling overstaying 
buses. 

"The MMDA official, however, could пос 
yet say just how much funding his new 
idea would require. "We will have to check 
first how much these technologies cost,” 
he said in an interview after his radio 
show.

US officials deport ex-cop |

HIS CRIMES HAVE FINALLY 
caught up with him. 

A former Caloocan City police- 
man who fled to the United States. 
after allegedly killing a man five 
years ago was deported to the 
Philippines after violating immi- 
gration laws abroad. 

National Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (NBI) Interpol Division chief 
Claro de Castro Jr. said Segundo 
Santiago would finally be tried 
for separate cases of homicide 
and illegal possession of firearms 
pending at the Quezon City Re- 
gional Trial Court after the US 
Immigration and Customs En- 
forcement (ICE) deported him 


last June 27. 

De Castro said they had earlier 
received a letter from the Office 
of Migrant Workers at the Depart 
‘ment of Foreign Affairs asking the 
'NBI to check if Santiago had а 
criminal record. The OMW made. 
the query after it received infor- 
mation about his deportation. 


‘Two arrest warrants 

Based on a check ofits records, 
the NBI found out that branches 
79 and97 of the Quezon City RTC 
had issued two arrest warrants 
for the suspect for his supposed 
involvement in the killing of Ed- 
чаго Donato on May 30, 1991. 
on Edsa. 

Investigation showed that San- 


tiago, who was tagged as the 
mastermind in the killing, had 
used a 45-caliber pistol that was 
registered in the name of a cer- 
tain Alejandro Penas. 

De Castro said the suspect did 
not appear during investigation 
and the subsequent ra. 
Fugitive from justice 

The former policeman alleged- 
у flew to the US to avoid prose- 
cution, De Castro said. 

However, he was arrested by 
Seattle authorities last May 16 for 
violating US immigration laws.

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Marikina motorists 
urged to use biofuel

DRIVING IN MARIKINA? BETTER IF YOU 
start using alternative fuel. 

The City Council has passed a resolution 
"strongly encouraging” motorists іп Marikina 
to use biofuel like coco-diesel and ethanol. 

‘According to the resolution, the use of envi- 
ronment-friendly motor fuel additives would 
minimize the emission 6f-harmful pollutants 
and help keep the air clean. 

‘Compliance with the resolution, however, 
was not mandatory as city officials explained 
that most vehicles plying the city streets, in- 
cluding those owned by the local government, 
had not yet been calibrated to use biofuel. 

In addition, biofuel may be cleaner and 
safer for the environment but available prod- 
ucts were still more expensive than commer 
cial diesel or gasoline, they sai. 

Marikina City Mayor Marides Fernando is 
scheduled to sign the resolution this morning. 
The city government will also hold a week- 
long exhibit on alternative fuel at the City 
Hall lobby. 

Joining the exhibit are car manufacturing 
companies which will be displaying “environ. 
ment-fiendly” car models, manufacturers of 
emission-reducing gadgets and suppliers of 
alternative fuel like the Philippine Coconut 
Authority. 

Marikina City Science High School gradu- 
ate Raymond Joseph Amurao, who won in an 
international science fair, will also display his 
prize-winning project on extracting biofuel 
from janitor fish.

Deaths from the disease surged 
їп the winter for the last three 
years, the report said, so а rise in 
fatal cases сап be expected late 
this year even ifthe virus does not 
mutate into a form more easily 
transmitted. 

‘Moreover, the report warned, 
the risk of the virus becoming 
more transmissible remains high 
"because of the widespread di 
tribution of the HSN1 virus in 
poultry and the continued expo: 
sure of humans.” 

‘The median age of victims with 
confirmed cases was 20 years, the 
report said. The highest death 
rate—73 percent—was among 
patients aged 10 to 19, while the 
overall fatality rate was 56 рег. 
cent 

A high death rate among 
young adults echoes the pattern 
found in the 1918-1919 epidem. 
ic, said Dr. Michael  Osterhoim, 
director of the Center for Infec 
tious Disease Research and Policy 
at the University of Minnesota 
Scientists” contend that years 
HINL virus was also an avian flu 
that mutated until it spread easily 
among humans; although it was 


fatal to only about 2 percent of 
those who caught it, that was 
enough to kill between 40 million. 
and 100 milion people world- 
wide. 

When the second wave of the 
Spanish flu struck Boston in the 
fall of 1918, Osterholm said, the 
flu death rate among people ages 
18 to 30, which had been about 
30 per 100,000 people in previ 
ous years, soared to 5,700 per 
100,000. 

The annual flu, by contrast, 
tends to kill the very young and 
the very old, often from sec- 
ondary bacterial pneumonia, 

In the Asian and Middle 
Eastern countries where the 
disease is most pervasive, peo: 
ple of all ages are exposed to 
chickens, but 90 percent of the 
cases have been in people un- 
der 40, so something in young 
adults must make them more 
susceptible. 

Evidence suggests that many 
young people in 1918 and quite a 
few in this outbreak are killed by 
а “cytokine storm"—the body's 
own immune reaction, which 
floods the lungs with fluid. Young 
adults generally have strong im- 
mune systems.

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Drillers spending $100M 
to revive Galoc oilfield dev't 


Offshore Palawan project seen 


yielding first oil in November 2007 S E EET 


THE SURGE IN CRUDE OIL PRICES HAS 
prompted local and foreign drillers to revive 
oil exploration activities at the Galoc oilfield 
in offshore Palawan. 

"This was reported by Oriental Petroleum 
and Minerals Corp. chair James L. Go and 
president Robert Coyiuto Jr. during OPMCS 
stockholders’ meeting last week. 

‘The Galoc oilfield is located at a water 
depth of 1,000 feet and situated in Block C of 
Service Contract-14 in northwest Palawan, 

The officials said that the Department of 
Energy has already approved Phase 1 of the 
plan of development for Galoc. This includes 
the drilling of two horizontal wells, the instal- 
ation of production facilities, and the lease of 
а floating production storage offloading 
tanker or FPSO with a capacity of 450,000 
barrels, 

‘The first phase of development is estimated 
to cost 5100 million and the recoverable oil 
reserves are estimated to be in the range of 10 
to 20 million barrels. 

According to the development plan, 
drilling of the two Galoc production wells is 
scheduled to start in June 2007 and will be 
completed by September Installation of facil- 
ities and hook up to the FPSO will bein Oct 
ber and start of production or first oil is antici 
pated in early November 2007. Initial produc- 
tion or flow rate is programmed at 21,000 


PSE to seek 
tax perks for 
realty scheme 


‘THE PHILIPPINE STOCK EXCHANGE (PSE) 
will spearhead а proposal to help legislate in- 
centives for a special type of trust security 
dedicated to real estate investments, PSE 
president Francis Lim said. 

Lim said the PSE would take the lead in fil- 
ing a proposal for Congress to enact а law al- 
lowing real estate investment trusts (REITs) 
to operate in the country with tax perks. 

‘An REIT is a security that sells like a stock 
on major stock exchanges in the world and in- 
vests in real estate directly; either through i 
come-producing pieces of property or mort- 
gages. An REIT can be set up by an existing 
property firm that may pool its hotel, mall or 
‘other property assets and then list а special- 
purpose company containing these assets on 
the local bourse. An REIT can also be de- 
signed to target small investors. 

‘Similar to those in other countries, Lim said 
tax incentives that should be made available 
to Philippine REITs should include exemption. 
or a reduction in capital gains taxes when an 
REIT buys a property and lower income tax- 


PSE officials estimated that the country’s 
P600 billion worth of foreclosed assets could 
be rapped to jumpstart REITS once a law gov- 
erning their activities shall have been passed. 

lim said REITs that may be listed could 
boost market activity and expand products in 
the real estate market. 

"With income derived mainly from rent, RE- 
ITs must distribute at least 90 percent of their 
income as dividends о their stockholders. An 
REIT also tends to offer higher yields. 

In Singapore, for instance, its first REIT is 
the CapitaMall Trust (CMT), a mixture of sub- 
urban recall malls and a specialized informa- 
tion technology retail center. Another REIT, 
the Ascendas REIT (A-REIT) consists of a pool 
оГ industrial and business park buildings.

Unfair market realities 


NEO-LIBERAL ECONOMICS preaches that 
markets left to themselves achieve better out- 
Comes than what any government could 
through direct intervention in the economy. 

Well, not always. Leaving free market forces 
unbampered has led the world, and certainly 
our country into certain perverse outcomes. Let 
me cite three examples in our midst. 


Great ‘unequalizer’ 

First, because of economic realities, educa- 
tion in this country has failed to be the great 
equalizer it is supposed to be, but has in fact 
served as a wedge that perpetuates and even. 
widens the gap between rich and poor. 

‘Children of the rich and powerful in this coun- 
try on one hand, get the best quality education 
from expensive private schools, often abroad. On. 
the other hand, children from poor families are 
limited to mediocre if not downright substan- 
dard education бот the publie school sys- 
tem-—if they are able to attend school агай. 

While doing doctoral studies at Harvard 

- University on a scholarship in the 1980s, I 
noted how most of the other Filipinos study- 
ing in that citadel of learning had familiar 

: family names in Philippine business and poli- 

`1 ties. Years later, аза high government official, 
T often felt an outsider as I moved in circles 

2 where people were mostly either relatives or 

! former classmates in elite schools, The doors 

; into the halls of economic and political power 

are quite narrow indeed, and the situation is 
perpetuated by the privileged education that 
those who are already powerful are able to 
get. Meanwhile, the rest have had to sette for 

+ largely inferior education from public schools 
ог cheaper "diploma mills.” And thus is per- 
petuated the oligarchies that lord it over our 

economic and political lives, and keep our 
country perennially underdeveloped. 


Cheap money 

Market realities in the financial sector are an- 
‘other “unequalizes” in our economy giving un- 
due advantage to the rich while handicapping 
the poor Large, rich borrowers who can well af- 
ford to pay regular market interest rates on 
their bank loans get the best lending terms (e.g. 
"super prime rates" for mostly "clean" or uncol- 
-lateralized loans). However, struggling but oth- 
erwise bankable small enterprises and small 
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farmers who need cheap financing the most are 
charged the highest rates by the banks, under 
rigid requirements for collateral—if the banks 
lend to them at all. 

"The big and rich get the best deals because 
banks consider them better credit risks. But 
are they really? Aren't most of the nonper- 
forming loans still burdening our banks those 
that were made by big businesses? And aren't 
the microfinance programs dealing with 
Small entrepreneurs consistently showing 
close to 100 percent repayment rates? 

The other reason banks favor bigger borrow- 
ers is their preference for fewer larger талыс. 
tions over numerous small ones, But the current 
rush by banks into lucrative consumer credit is 
actualy bringing them into the latter mode. 
And with automation reducing the need for 
face-to-face banking transactions with deposi- 
tors, more bank staff time can be freed up to at- 
tend to smaller borrowers. 

Digital divide 

‘The third “unequalizer” is information and 
communication technology (ICT). On one 
hand, the rich who can easily afford to buy com- 
puters and Internet subscriptions can take full 
advantage of the benefits of ICT and the Inter- 
net, and use them as an instrument for creating 
and amassing more wealth. The poor who are 
"unable to buy even their basic needs, much less 
‘computers, on the other hand, are getting left 
‘behind by the Information Age. With all the In- 
ternet cafes around, we may think that Filipinos 
have become an intemetsavny people, but 
statistics show we continue to be way Behind 
our close neighbors in this. 

"The result is the so-called digital divide, 
where the gap is growing between the ICT 
haves and the ICT have-nots. The phe- 
nomenon applies both among countries and 
among people within individual countries, and 
isa problem that has been recognized and is of 
‘concern to the United Nations, among others. 


Bridging the gap 

Ihave seen a study showing that the actual 
cost to society of providing public education 
per pupil in the Philippines has been much 
higher than the corresponding cost per pupil 
in a private school. And yet the same study 
showed the average performance of private 
school pupils to be far superior. Clearly, the 
problem is one of management, and not nec- 
essarily of inadequate resources. Public edu- 
Cation need пов be inferior to private educa 
tion; we only need to ensure that the publ 
funds going to it are spent well. The digital di- 
vide сап be bridged if public ICT facilities are 
provided in every barangay, in the same way 
that the King’s Royal Projects in Thailand are 
providing an Internet station in every village 
of that country. As for unequal access to cred- 
it, what is needed isa change in mindset and a 
change of heart among bankers themselves. 
Credit for SMEs and for the poor аге not пес- 
essarily the bad investments that bankers 
have always presumed them to be. 

Tn all three cases, the unfair market real 
ties we have described above need not be in- 
evitable.

FINANCE SECRETARY MARGARITO TEVES 
said the Department ‘of Finance was 
amenable to proposals seeking the removal of 
various fees imposed on exporters to help de- 
velop the export industry. 

Teves said a technical working 
group—composed of the DOR the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Industry and the National 
‘Tax Research Center (NTRC)—would meet 
and decide soon on the proposed withdrawal 
of fees. Initial discussions seemed to favor he. 
approval of the proposal, he said. 

“We can get rid of those fees. The impact on 
government revenue would not be signifi- 
cant, but we think it could be a big help to ex- 
porters," Teves told reporters at the sidelines 
of the 84th anniversary celebration of Isla Li- 
pana & Co. held in Makati City last week. 

Estimates showed that the removal of the 
export fees would result in some P30 million 
in foregone government revenue. 

While importers are charged duties on 
shipments brought into the country, exporters 
are required to pay several fees, including 
those charged for inspection and clearance, 
before they can ship out their products, 

Donald Dee of the Philippine Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry said the support of 
the DOF on the proposed lifting of export fees 
was a welcome development. Besides lower- 
ing the cost of doing business for exporters, 
Dee said the proposal would help simplify ће 
export procedures. 

The lifting of export fees would primarily 
benefit small players in the export industry, as 
many big exporters, particularly those located 
in economic zones, are already exempted 
fróm such fees.

Europe, Japan threaten emerging markets 


Expected increase of key rates

CONCERNS OVER FURTHER 
money tightening in the United.

Study: Retirees get better deals here than in other parts of Asia

PHILIPPINE COMPANIES HAVE THE 
highest regard for employees who are 
about to retire than in other firms 
elsewhere in Asia, according to a re- 
cent study conducted by Watson-Wy- 
ап Worldwide. 

‘Watson Wyatt, global human cap- 
ital and financial management con- 
sulung services firm, recently con- 
ducted a survey involving 2,332 com- 
panies in 11 countries, and learned 
that Filipino companies have provided 
well for the pension of employees, 

Philippine firms voluntary provid- 
ed for the retirement benefits of its 
employees, according to Bob 
Charles, Watson Wyatt Asia-Pacific 


regional head for retirement bene- 
fits practice. 

“Ош of the 227 companies from 
top 2,000 corporations surveyed in 
the Philippines, about 60 percent, or 
136 companies, provided supple- 
mentary retirement benefits to em- 
pk ees, compared to the 10 to 20 
persent of companies based in other 
Asian countries including China, In- 
donesia, Thailand and Malaysia,” 
Charles said in an interview. 

He pointed out that those surveyed 
belong to large local companies with 
a mix of local and foreign ownership 
and with at least 100 full time em- 
ployees. 

"These companies saw that part of 
their catch in retaining high perform- 


ing employees is to have а very at 
tractive retirement and health bene. 
fits package for the employees and 
their families,” Charles said. 

‘According to the survey, Filipino 
workers aged 50 and above comprise 
roughly 13 percent of the total popu- 
lation. The number of workers in this 
age range is expected to grow to 21 
percent by 2030, and to30 percent by 
2050.

Only a small number of na- 
tions have been able to make 
up the chasm that separates 
them боп wealthy 
economies despite a belief in 
the 1980s and 19905 that 
“giving more space to the 
global market would lead to a 
closing of the income gap”, it 
added.

“There will be no more G6 meeting,” said 
Nath, a key player in the talks, effectively rul- 
ing out more immediate bids to bridge the 
gaps between the 149 nations over agricultur- 
al trade and industrial goods. 

“We must recognize that we have not been 
able to move, that there remain major gaps 
and that there is crisis,” he added. 

A compromise among the G6 members is 
regarded as the key to resolving the near five 
year-old deadlock, because their diverse есо- 
nomic interests are at the heart of disputes in 
the talks on cutting down barriers tozrade by... 
the end ofthe year. 

“The green room will decide what the pro- 
cess will be” after the failure, said Nath, refer- 
Ting to an informal gathering on Saturday of 
30 representatives of delegations from the 
149 WTO members. 

WTO chief Pascal Lamy has tried to. coax 
them individually to give ground as develop- 
ing and rich countries accused each-other of 
trying to hijack the elusive Doha;Round of 
multilateral trade talks.

Central banks see further credit tightening 


Financial markets volatile, analysts say 


FRANKFURT—SOFTLY, SOFTLY SEEMS 
to be the message that central bankers 
are delivering on the path of global cred- 
it tightening that lies ahead. 

Financial markets are volatile and the 
cheap money that sloshed around the 
global economy after several years of 
Very low interest rates is drying up fast. 

Investors and policymakers alike are 
growing increasingly uncertain about а 
possible global economic slowdown 
and whether it can dampen worsening 

-inflationary pressures. 

‘This makes for a combustible mix. 
One wrong step by central bankers 
could upset an exceptional period of 
global expansion. 

“I compare it to crossing the river 
while feeling the stones,” Bill White, 
‘economic adviser at the Bank for Imer- 
national Sealements, said after meet- 
ings with central bankers from around 
the world last weekend. "You have to do 
it very, very carefully" 

Тһе worry is that if central banks 
soak up excess cash too rapidly, it will 
prompt investors accustomed to cheap. 
funding to rush for the exits all at once 
and cause major financial disruptions 

So far, recent marker sell-offs have 
been welcomed by central bankers as a 
necessary re-pricing of risk, but they 


know it could turn disorderly.

to blacklist firms found spamming mobile 
phone subscribers with unsolicited text mes- 
sages, an official told Infotech, 

Instead, the agency has reverted to its origi- 
nal policy that puts the burden back to sub- 
scribers who "opt-in!" or agree to a particular 
commercial and promotional advertisements 
via text messaging, NTC Deputy Commissioner 
Jorge Sarmiento said.

Going nuts 
over coconut 


By Dennis S. Santos "The farmers don't even have 

to go to our plant to sell their 
husks, since we go around and 
buy from them," Ravelo says. 

The raw coconut husks are 
then processed into useful mate- 

ial such as coco coir or coir fiber 
and the coir dust or coco peat. 

Coco fiber has many industrial 
purposes like fillings for furni- 
ture, for production of brushes, 
carpets, rugs, doormats, twines 
and even ornaments. 

It was also recently used in 
making "geotextle, a material 
for making bonded mats that are 
effective for soil erosion and 
drainage control. 

China, for instance, makes use 
of the coco сог as the main com- 
ponent in making lumber 
"board." 

Тһе coco dust—-which is the 
by-product of coir fiber making- 
in turn ean be used as soil condi- 
tioner, found to be useful for hor- 
ticulure activities and banana 
growers. 

With a start-up capital of P1.5 
million, the company started its 
operations in 2004 with only 
four office staff workers and 16 
laborers. 

‘Today the company's capital 
stands at more than P5 million, 
and employs more than 60. 

Ravelo is confident they are 
making headway and will consid- 
er expanding their capacity. 


SAN ISIDRO, DAVAO ORIEN- 
tal—Some 70 percent of the more 
than 30,000 people here rely on 
coconut farming. The rest are ir 
to fishing or other forms of small- 
scale livelihood. 

It has been like this for the four 
decade history ofthe province. 

Mayor Apolinar Ruelo Sr. says 
the everyday stark reality of 
poverty grapples many marginal- 
ized farmers here where the un- 
employment rate is very high. 

“Roughly only 10 percent (of 
the people in San Isidro) are em- 
ployed in various offices,” Ruelo 
says, 

He says coconut farming 
alone cannot provide for a fami- 
ly's need, Seeing the need to di- 
versify their livelihood, farmers 
recently planted other high val- 
‘ue crops such as mango, banana 
and coffee, 

But the coconut industry will 
always. be the main economic 
drive for many of the farmers 
here; many of them do not own 
the land they tll. 

"The province's 11 towns, San 
Isidro included, are considered 
the country’s cocomut capital, 
supplying the largest volume of 
copra. 

But earnings are erratie be- 
‘cause copra's market price varies. 

А new group is offering some 
hope to the farmers, 


Company's mission 

"This is a multi-sectoral project,” 
he says, What the company carns 
{goes to their expansion project, 

"The plant manufactures about 
SO tons of coco fiber a month, but. 
their market in China demands at 
least 100 tons, 

Ravelo says many are ques- 
tioning why they are into an en- 
terprise when they are an NGO. 
He says the company's owner- 
ship will eventually be turned 
over to the farmers themselves, 
through a "multistakeholder? 
scheme. 

"And once they learn to operate. 
the growing company, the farm- 
ers themselves will be the one to 
run and manage lt.” 

Mercy Palabras, 40, a plant la- 
borer, says that because of the op- 
portunity to work, she can now 
‘augment the meager salary of her 
husband, 

“It has somewhat eased my fi 
nancial problem," she says. 


Hope industry 

Rotchie Ravelo, plant manager 
of the Davao Orlental Coco Husk 
Social Enterprise Inc, a business 
‘enterprise set up only two years 
ago, offers some answers, 

Ravelo says their firm, Initia. 
ed by two nongovernment orga- 
nizatlons—the Kalumonan De- 
velopment Center Inc. and Une 
lad Kabayan Migrant Services 
Foundation Inc, was crented 
“specifically to provide Jobs and 
augment the coconut farmers’ 
income.” 

It also wants to help the Over- 
seas Filipino Workers (OFW), 
who are residents of this town, to 
put thelr money into good use by 
co-investing in the Industry. 

"The group buys coconut husks, 
which has been considered as 
waste product. 

Coconut farmers can now ean 
as much as P3,000 per harvest, 
depending on the volume, 
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chaired by the President herself

ONCE SAT IN A 
meeting between my 
late boss, Tomas B. 

Aguirre, a banker’s banker 

but whom I admired more 

for his innate sense of 
marketing, and the man- 
ager of his hotel property. 

Perhaps to dazzle and distract 
him from the monthly report 
showing yet another dismal occu- 
рапсу rate, the hotel manager 
proudly announced, “Sir, we just 
ought an ice-making machine." 

"What we need is a customer- 
making machine,” was the quick 
retort of Aguirre. 

‘Ouch. The truth hurts. 

This incident came to mind as 1 
perused the advertising industry's 
excellent trade paper, Adobo. 

In that one issue alone, you 
will read indications that the next 
generation of our advertising 
professionals are being led to be- 
lieve that advertisers should em- 
brace ‘ice-making machines" 
(creative awards) rather than 
"tustomer-making machines (in- 
creased market shares)” 

‘Why, a consultant of a multina- 
tional advertising agency even 
proclaimed in the same magazine 
that "Improving the quality of our 
product is something that our 
clients ask us to do, and to them, 
winning at Cannes is the (ever ris- 
ing) bar for which we must aim.” 


Premium on awards 

Twonder which of his clients put 
more premium on winning awards 
than increasing share рой when 
evaluating advertising? 

Perhaps it is wiser if we heed 
the advice of Phil Dugenberry the 
creative person who tumed BB- 
DO into a creative powerhouse. 

Dusenberry said: “When you 
boil it all down, the purpose of 
any business is to improve condi- 
tions so that your business per- 
forms better. in my line of work, 
the goal has been to create great 
ads for the client so that sales pick 
up. сапт express it any simpler 


than that. Clients advertise with 
опе overriding objective: sell 
more stuff.” 

‘Sure, if the creative work that 
sells stuff wins awards, great. 

But what if the creative work 
sells a lot of stuff but doesn’t win 
awards? Is that bad? 

Don't get me wrong. I believe 
in creative awards. 

A creative award is a great mo- 
tivation for creative people to 
‘come up with better work. 

Lee Clow, a well-known cre- 
ative, sums it up well. He said: 
"jou have to remember that cre- 
ative people have a combination 
of giant egos and naive insecurity. 
‘They need validation for their 
work, and they don't necessarily 
get that from clients. Instead they 
go looking for that, and а 
smidgen of self-esteem, from 
their peers." 


Moving the brand 

Bur draw the line when the 
moving motivation in doing cre- 
atives is to win awards rather 
than to move the brand. 

You want an ego massage? Go 
spend your own money, and not 
the client's 

So, do award-winning com- 
mercials sell? 

То get answers to the bedevil- 
ing question, "Do award-winning 
commercials sell?” the Leo Bur- 
nett Co. in 1992 and 1993 con- 
ducted a study of the 200 most- 
awarded commercials іп the 
world. 

Despite the difficulty of not 
having a single set of criteria to 
judge effectiveness because of 
‘varying goals and standards, the 
study revealed that 86 percent of 
the 200 commercials were associ- 
ated with marketplace succes. 

But, take note thatthe majority 
of the award-winning commer- 
cials reviewed were those of ma- 
Jor recognizable brands. Success- 
ful brands. Major spending ac- 


counts of the advertising agen- 
cies. Not some obscure clients en- 
ticed with free “scam ads.”

create their own infrastructure 
corporations that invariably 
add to the confusion of a seri- 
ous infrastructure policy frame- 
work." 

Salceda explains that the pro- 
posed BOT Authority would also 
spearhead international road 
shows to attract investments for 
infrastructure in the country. 

‘The BOT Authority which will 
have a multi-agency policy-mak- 
ing committee, should put to rest 
questions on policy and turf in 
the determination and imple- 
mentation of public-private part- 
nerships in infrastructure invest- 
ments," says Salceda who cited 
the lack of safeguards in BOT 
rules that most local and foreign 
investors require before they 
commit their funds into the 
country. 

‘The BOT Authority will take 
charge of implementing the 
Presidents — Infrastructure 
Roadmap which would detail a 
countrywide survey of possible. 
private investments in infras- 
tructure development espe- 
cially in the rural areas such as 
water systems, ports, roads 
and bridges, abattoirs and hos- 
pitals. 

‘The Infrastructure Roadmap, 
the Presidents follow-up to her 
fiscal road map, would not only 
cater to institutional investors 
abroad but can also tap invest 
ments from Overseas Filipino 
Workers (OFWs). "An Infras- 
tructure Roadmap would allow 
our OFWs to look into areas of 
investments in their own locali- 
ties thereby fostering an ‘en- 
gagemenr into the infrastruc- 
turedevelopment oftheir home- 
towns.” 

"We are now reaping the 
gains of our resolve to imple- 
ment the fiscal reform program. 
With encouraging feedback 
from credit rating agencies, con- 
ditions will now enable us to 
lower the cost of financing from 
the private sector in infrastruc- 
ture investments,” he says, 

‘The Infrastructure Roadmap 
will address the declining share 
of infrastructure in the budget. 
From 2001 to 2005, the Philip- 
pines only spent an average of 
2.42 percent of gross domestic 
product for infrastructure devel-

opment compared to Thailand 
and Vietnam which spends more 
than 7 percent of their GDP to fi- 
nance their infrastructure re- 
quirements, 

Salceda says that not only does 
the country spend too little but 
that its infrastructure quality as 
ranked by the World Competi- 
tiveness Report falls below the 
average compared to the fast- 
growing economies of East Asia 
such as Malaysia, Thailand, Chi- 
na, Indonesia and Singapore. 

The World Bank is concemed 
over govemments spending 
cuts, saying that further expen- 
diture restraints for infrastruc- 
ture, basic services and poverty 
reduction efforts would serious- 
ly undermine the country's fiscal 
sustainability 

Ina draft paper presented dur. 
ing the recent 2006 Philippine 
Development Forum, the World 
Bank said expenditure cuts from 
19.5 percent of GDP in 2003 to 
175 percent іп 2005 across ma- 
jor spending categories except in- 
terest payments “can only ad- 
versely affect public sector effi 
ciency and poverty reduction ef- 
forts.” 

‘While the World Bank recog- 
nizes as significant the 2-per- 
cent reduction in the national 
government deficit over the last 
two years, it was worried that 
the government has achieved a 
balanced at the expense of 
growth and other development 
objectives. 
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‘Well, locking again at the trade 
magazine Adobo, if creative 
awards are measurements of 
great work for clients, then the 
major advertisers in the country 
are being short-changed.

But what happened to the ad- 
verising of those major advertis- 
ers who provide the money for 
the advertising agency folks to go 
to Cannes? 

Do these results mean that the 
non-winning clients, for example, 
ofthe declared Philippine Hotest 
Agency (according to Campaign 
Brief Asia) like FedEx, Pepsi, Piz- 


2a Hut, and even our Department. 
of Tourism are getting lousy cre- 
ative work? 

Which local client handled by 
them leapfrogged from obscurity 
to market leadership because of 
award-winning advertising? 

Just a question, not a criticism. 
Nor a putdown. You have to ad- 
mire these guys for continuously 
reaching fof а Cannes gold 

‘But one cannot help but ask 
the question: Why have award- 
‘winning agencies not concentrat- 
ед on producing award-winning 
creatives for their bread-and-but- 
terclients? 

Why the need to pick up ob- 
scure non-advertising clients to 
produce award-winning advertis- 
ing? 

Maybe self-serving creativity 
goes too far? 

“People say itis easier to create 
a memorable advertisement than 
it is to create an advertisement 
that makes the product memo- 
тае. A number of tests have 
proved that people often remem- 
bera commercial, but not a prod- 
uct,” according toa study. 

"The key to avoiding this from 
happening is hard work. Harder 
work. 

Every professionally run ad- 
vertising agency has a propriety 
formula on how to come up with 
big selling ideas. 

Dusenberry describe theirs as 
RAISE (Research, Analysis, In- 
sight, Strategy and Execution) 
This is the kind of stuff that cre- 
atives (lazy creatives) hate. 
Where no execution is done or 
approved until they've got the ba- 
sics right. 

Brilliant award-winning idea 
butoffstrategy? Waste basket. 

If the strategy is right but the 
execution is average, the brand 
will continue to grow. But if the 
strategy is wrong, even an award- 
winning ad cannot save a brand's 
decline. 

Creatives today are being 
trained to look at executions and 
their award-winning potential 
rather than concentrating оп 
coming up with insightful ideas 
based on a sound strategy to pro- 
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duce market-busting executions. 

"Tce-making," rather than "cus- 
tomer-making.” 

‘And yet its a common creative. 
paradox: the narrower your focus 
and the more precise the posi- 
tioning, the more room you have 
toroam, 

"The local creative community 
will do well to look at the current 
advertising of Apple computers, 
the icon of hip. Its a side-by-side 
hard-working demonstration 
commercial, the favorite format 
of Procter & Gamble. 

Tn the commercial, the advan- 
tages of Apple versus PCs are 
spelled out clearly without sacri- 
ficing the likeability factor of the 
commercial 

‘The brand is central to the story. 

Contrast this with the trend to 
produce hip video-joke commer-- 
cials and then, as an аб 
terthought, just attaching the 
name ofthe brand in the end. 

The agency wins, but the client 
loses every time this happens. 

Maybe the clients have discov- 
ered that they have been 
bankrolling unnecessarily the ego 
massaging of their agencies. 

How else can you explain the di- 
minishing role of advertising agen- 
cies in the clients marketing activi 
ties and their diminishing income? 

Ina recent article, David Guer- 
rero ofthe local BBDO office cited 
the legend of King Canute and 
likened him to those who are 
preaching discipline in creativity 
and trying to stop the onslaught 
of award-oriented advertising. 

Having read on King Canute, it 
seems more appropriate that 
King Canute is compared to to- 
day's advertising client being flat- 
tered no end by agencies that he, 
Canute, can do no wrong if his 
company wins creative awards, 

So with the awards in hand, he 
tries to stop the wave of harder- 
working competition, 

Well, when the King Canute 
client gets wet, he can always tell 
his agency to go and plant

How to invest in stocks, 
even if you're abroad 


А NEW BREED OF BROKERS IS PROVIDING 
direct and online access to the Philippine Stock 
Market to help overseas Filipino workers 
(OFWs) and migrants invest in the local stock 
market from anywhere in the world with an in- 
temet access at their convenience. 

Francis Lim, PSE president and chief execu 
tive officer, said "online brokers will level the 
playing field not only for OFWs and migrants 
but also for small investors.” 

“With а minimum amount of investment, 
online clients can have access to the same in- 
formation as everyone else and execute their 
trades within seconds," Lim said. "The online. 
service gives them the same advantage that 
other market participants enjoy in dealing 
‘with conventional brokers.” 

The same service is also ideal for investors 
їп the provinces. According to Lim, investors 
in the provinees need not spend on costly long 
distance calls to get in touch with their bro- 
kers in Manila to invest in the stock market. 

If the provincial investor has Internet ac- 
cess, he or she can already invest in the stock 
market through the online brokers. 

"you don’t have to be a big investor to avail 
of the services of online brokers, because for 
as low as P25,000 you can open an account 
with them," Lim said. 

The rate of commission that an online bro- 
ker will charge a client varies, but it can go as 
low as 0.25 percent of the value of the trans- 
action, which is the lowest possible broker's 
commission allowed by the PSE. 

“But best of all for the OFWs, they can now 
participate at their convenience in the growth 
prospects of Philippine companies listed in 
the PSE without having to fly home just to in- 
vestin the stock market," Lim said. 

Several stock brokerage companies either 
offer direct online trading service or maintain. 
a tie-up with online trading affiliates. 

They include AB Capital Securities Ine. 
(wwwabcapitalonline.com), Accord Capital 
Equities Corporation — (wwwaccordcapi- 
tal.ph), BPI Securities Corporation (www.bpi- 
Wadecom), Citisecurities (wwwcitsecon- 
linecom), Diversified Securities 
(wwwdfnncom) Е Yap Securities 
(www.2tradeasia.com) and RCBC Securities, 
Inc. (www.rebcsec com). 

lim expects more trading participants to 
offer online services and get a piece of the ac- 
tion from the growing remittances of OFWs as 
well asthe increasing acceptance, familiarity 


and sawiness of online-based transactions. 
Last year OFW remittances reached $10.7 bil- 
lion and this year the amount is expected to 
reach $11:8 billion. 

“Lam encouraging the trading participants 
to set-up their online stock brokerage compa- 
nies," Lim said. “1f the PSE can capture even. 
just 10 percent of these remittances, that 
would add significant activity to the market," 

But how do you start trading online? 

“It is easy to open an investment account 
with an online broker,” Lim explained. dust 
access the website of an online broker, ll up 
an online application form, submit the neces 
sary documents and information required, 
deposit the initial investment, and that’s 
You are now ready to invest in the stock mar- 
ket—online, of course," Lim quipped. 

What if you work in a country with a differ- 
ent time zone? "There are some online bro- 
kers that allow their clients to enter orders 
anytime even when the market is closed. This 
type of service enables those based іп differ 
ent time zones to also participate at their con- 
venience.” Lim explained "An OFW say in е 
US or Canada, need not spend sleepless 
nights waiting for the PSE to open trading. 

“All the OFW has to do is enter their off 
hour buy or sell order online. Then he or she 
‘can go to sleep” Lim stressed. “The computers 
will automatically process the order and send 
it to the PSE for order execution when the 
market opens," Lim explained. 

"To purchase a stock online, one must have. 
the funds available іп his or her account with 
theonline broker. Once the purchase is made, 
the amount is immediately deducted from his 
ог her account. On the other hand, when one. 
sells, the proceeds are accredited to his or her 
account within three days. Some online bro- 
kers complete this debit-credit process imme- 
diately so you don’t have to wait that long to 
buy another stock. 

Lim, however, urged would-be investors, 
whether conventional or online, to learn the 
rudiments of stock marker investing before 
committing money into the stock market so 
they minimize the risk of getting burned. 

‘Would-be investors can learn about invest- 
ing by accessing online stock trading games. 
The PSE and the online brokers keep their re- 
spective online trading games on their web- 
sites 

Lim exhorted aspiring stock market in- 
vestors to check out these games.

‘Death and the Maiden’ to be staged 
amid political killings 


‘ACTOR'S ACTORS INC. (AAD STAGES ARIEL 
Dorfman’s “Death and the Maiden” with Bart 
Guingona, Michael Williams and Bituin Es- 
calante оп Aug. 4-6, at the Carlos Р Romulo 
‘Auditorium, RCBC Plaza. 

Dorfman’s "Death and the Maiden" is a 
thriller about Paulina Escobar, who believes 
the stranger who comes to her home is the 
doctor who, under a military dictatorship, 
tortured and raped her many years before. 
Paulina loved the musical piece by Franz 
Schubert titled “Death and the Maiden,” but 
grew to revile it when it was played repeated- 
dy during her torture sessions with the doctor. 

Dorfman began writing the play in the mid. 
1980s, when he was in exile from Chile, а. 
country under the rule of the military dictator 
Gen, Augusto Pinochet. It was not until 
Chile's return to democracy in 1990 that Dorf- 
man returned to the play and "understood 
how the story had to be told." 

"The play has special relevance in the Philip- 
pines, which, ike Chile, has suffered under a 
similarly repressive regime. The play assumes. 
new relevance today given that human rights 
are once more a hot-button issue after the 
February emergency powers, and the legacy 
ofthe martial law years being revisited due to 
the plan of the Presidential Commission on 
Good Government to strike compromise deals 
with the Marcos family over the latter's al- 
leged ill-gotten wealth 

"Death and the Maiden,” originally in 
Spanish, has been translated into numerous 
languages and performed around the world. 

In light of the recent spate of prisoners sui- 
cides at the Guantanamo Bay facility, the play 
‘seems not to have lost any of its power and 
relevance today. 

The play, on its own, isa gripping, universal 
examination of the psychological repercus- 
sions of human-rights abuses. It derives its 
power from its taut, well-paced structure, and 
sharply drawn characters. 

‘The idea for mounting “Death and the

Maiden" was first brought up by Bituin Es- 
calante. Feeling the need to stretch herself as 
ап artist, she first approached director Bart 
Guingona, asking him to recommend a chal- 
lenging role that she might study. 

Guingona, known for his intense and intel- 
ligent productions, pointed out that studying 
a role was incomplete without it being per- 
formed before an audience.

Tina began her professional career in 
dance here in the Philippines. She trained un- 
der the watchful eyes of Joji Felix, Israel 
Gabriel, Radaic and Gnatt, and, in 1968, be- 
came a founding member of Dance Theater 
Philippines.

York in 1970 as a member of the corps and 
was promoted to soloist six months later.

An impressionist best known for his 
endearing work in watercolor, Martinez 
provides the two-volume tome "Myths 
and Legends of the Philippines" its essen- 
tial character through his artworks. Most 
of his pieces are in oil on canvas, and a 
few are in watercolor, both with hardi 
any distinction in treatment, save per- 
haps for the size. He is ambidextrous in 
either medium. 

Extracting the image out of a well- 
known tale has їз pitfalls, such as having 
to be unabashedly lera in illustration. 

But Martinez, given his sense of deli 
cacy and control, knows how to provide 
the quintessential spirit to the narrative. 
From the image of the waiting lovelora 
princess in * The Goddess of Bai Palim 
to that of “Rajah Solaiman and Princess 
uti,” the artist wields firm control of his 
medium in driving home a number of 
key lessons. 

Martinez has done similar stuff for 
several publications, but this particular 
book (published by Marlene Aguilar) 
hash touches of local color, not to men- 
tion the artists predilection for kayu- 
mangi tones, an added asset to his figu- 
ration. 

There is also his impressively dynamic 
brushwork, which was present in his pre- 
vious illustrations of farm animals, such 
as the calendar published by Merial 
Philippines. ts a style that blends mel- 
Hflvously with the narrative, shunning 
gimmickry or sensationalism.
